That  the  Secreiary  ha?  not  re- 
ported fully  to  thi<  bbufe  in  due 
time,  is  fo  mifeb  within  the  know- 
ledge of  every  member,  that  it  is  im- 
poiUble  to  doubt  of  ih-  truth  of  the 
fact,  however,  we  may  differ  almut 
the  propriety  of  the  Cohduih  To 
jto  no  farther  back  than  bft  fc(S  ;n, 
h'eliies  the  references  to  the  Secre- 
tary to  report  upon  the  Grays,  and 
means  and  inform  the  houfe  what 
revenues  were  necellary,  on  the  30th 
of  February  1791,  a  (landing  order 
wis  refo!ve<l,  dirc?i;i£,  that,  he 
Dlould  report  unto  the  hmfe,  within 
3  few  days  after  tne  meeting  of  next 
feffion,  en  accurate  fiatentent,  and  ac- 
count afthi  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
ell  ttH  public  monies  tn  which <  fiul  he 
aijlinguificd  the  expenditure  which  fall 
vndir  each  head  $f 'appropriation,  and 
that  it  fall  be  jkewn  the  jams,  if  any, 
which  remain  unexpended,  Wc. 

Were  nor  the  monies  drawn  up- 
on loan,  public  mattes,  and  .v  ie  net 
thofe  loans  appropriated  ?  Undoubt- 
cdiy  they  were  ftrictly  f 0  :  It  is  a 
Strange  fvafion  to  fay,  that  by  theft 
cxprcfficr.s  only,  the  current  revenue 
is  i -trended.  Arguments  muff  be 
fcarce  when  this  becomes  neceffary. 
It  requires  00  rtfutaiion. 

.On  the  jQth  of  J;mujry  laft,  he 
was  called  upon  to  lay  hefrre  the  houfe, 
*!  fuh  inform  iti?n  vj'th  refpecl  to  the  ft- 
r.a-.cfs  of  the  United  S:ates,  as  •ivilltn' 
eb'.e  the  legiflature  to  judge  whether  any 
or  what  additional  reucnuts  will  be  n:- 
t$ffarj. 

in  confcq'ience  ofthe  recommen- 
dations 01  the  Frcfident,  and  the 
v. iilics  of  this  houfe  to  commence 
the  difcharge  of  the  redeemable  part 
of  the  funded  debt,  a  refenenee  w  as 
made  to  the  S'Cieiary  requiring 
him  to  repoit  a  mo  le  for  the  appli- 
cation ot  the  public  mcu.-y  fttf  t 


purpofe;  the  houfe  being  ami  red  by 
the  gentleman  who  moved  the  refo- 
lution,  that  no  new  tax  was  intend- 
ed or  ncceflary.  But  the  Secretary 
fo  far  from  informing  the  houfe, 
how  much  money  he  had  fubjedt  to 
his  diGcretion  in  the  bank  in  notes, 
he.  propnfed  a  new  and  partial  t3x, 
as  the  foundation  of  a  new  fyftern  ot 
loans. 

When  the  memorable  bill,  for  to 
authorife  another  loan  of  2,000,000 
of  doiiarr,  was  before  the  houfe  a 
few  weeks  ago,  we  were  told  by  gen- 
tlemen on  this  fi  jor,  that  there  was. 
not  time  for  argument; — that  ths 
bill  mud  be  palled  in  three  or  four 
days,  Sic, — and  when  we  wanted 
information,  <**  were  told,  by  fume 
ot  the  friends  of  the  bill;  that  it  v.  as 
not  convenient  to  give  inform a;ion 
there  that  we  might  procdre  intor- 
•na:ion  elfe  vhere,  as  they  had  done.' 
j  .  n  .ls  1  d.d  not  comprehend  this 
method  ot  legiflating  ;  but  the  Se- 
c ret "..•}•  has  tincc  explained  it  in  one 
.  .  reports,  by  complaining  Of  the 
houfe,  became  the  members  did  not 

u  bic  office,  and  nil:  information, 
mitcaJ  of  requiring  i:  to  be  publicly 
reported'.  , 

Evtn  when  this  favorite  bill  for  a 
new  foao  v;a»  before  the  houfe,  the 
Secretary  did  not  condelccnd  to  in- 
form us,  that  he  had,  without  anrho- 
ri  y,  provided  near  a  miiiion  land  a 
half  ©f  doll  irs  for  that  purpof;  ;  He 
di  1  not  inform  us  how  obiignisjly  he 
had  drav.n  bills  upon  our  bankers  in 
Ho'lu  .d,  to  have  Iflfe  irloney  put  in 
our  way. 

Thus,  in  order  to  anticipate  the 
payments  dne  to  the  bank,  he  did 
what  he  could,  to  induce  Congrrfs 
to  break  the  public  faith,  by  repeal- 
ing tlie  exifting  appropriation,  made 
for  fecurinsf  the  difeharge  ot  a  debt 
ol  jufiice  and  gratitude  to  the  French 
nation.  From  this  sn.l  other  in- 
ftances,  it  appears,  that  however 
high  the  Secretary's  regard  for  pub- 
lic credit  may  be,  there  are  other 
conliderations  which  have  obta;ned 
a  higher  ihg-'ee  ot  his  attention, 
than  ob.'dit  nee  to  the  laws.  A  gen- 
tleman from  Virginia  has  fo  clearly 
and  ably  explained  the  nature  of  that 
difcretionary  po*er  wtth  which  the 
Secretsry  is  veiled;  and  fo  fully  pro- 
ved that  there  whs  no  necellhy  to 
jullily  a  departure  from  the  appro- 
pti'atiohs  made  by  law,  that  it  is  not 
necejfary  for  me  to  explain  further 
on  that  head'.  However,  1  cannot 
help  remnking,  that  ihe  difcretiou- 
arv  powers  were  pretty  freely  exer^ 
cried, — The  dra wing  of  bills  begin 
early  indeed —and  w»re  continued 
to  a  recent  period  j  the  times  of 
drawing  fortunately  correlpunded 
w.th  the  necitHnes  of  the  bank,  nnj 
the  power  of  employing  agm  s  was 
pretty  freely  ufrd  .  The  (atne  agen  s 
were  tret  »  ntly  both  the  fellers  and 
the  purchasers  of  the  bills. — Per- 
haps  tins  was  neceil-ry;  Nj  doubt 
i;  was  cunvcnloot :  P;ob-bly  it 


fa^e,  bur  who  ran  fay  it  will  be  al- 
ways be  fo  ? 

•  I  have  not  fatd  To  much  to  prove 
the  truth  of  the  faffs  expreffed  in  ho 
refolu'iun  ;  for,  of  this,  there  can  bs 
no  doubt ;  it  is  as  cleirasibc  fun  Ihi- 
ning  in  day-light.  Bur,  in  order  to 
provethe  propriety  of  this  committee 
ex;  |eflingitsdifapproba?ion  ofaccn- 
du  1  lij  unjuftifiable.  That  inform- 
ation was  withheld  unduly  is  evi- 
dent, from  the  latenefs  of  this  dif- 
cnfTicn — that  it  was  obtained  with 
difBcnltyi  is  evident,  from  the  nu- 
merous applications  we  were  ob'iged 
to  make  in  order  to  obtain  it.  . 

Mr.  Madifon  next  roi'c,  and  ex- 
preiTcd  Iiimfelf  neatly  r>.s  foilows : 

He  w  ifhed  not,  he  faid,  to  wallc 
a  tnooftnt  of  the  fmall  portion  of 
time  left,  by  regretting  its  iafuffici- 
ency  for  a  full  difcuflion  of  the  fub- 
ject  before  the  committee.  But  he 
thought  it  due  to.  truth,  and  to  the 
bono. able  and  independent  motive 
of  his  coleague  (Air.  Giles)  in  pro- 
poftpg  ihe  refolutions,  to  remark 
that  t're  latenefs  of  the  day  to  which 
they  had  been  poftponed,  did  not  juf-. 
tify  the  tinctures  which  had  been 
mtide  on  it.  If  the  delay  was  not  to 
beronfidered  ss  u:nvo;dabie,  fume 
Mime  at  leaft  would  fall  elfc where. 
The  enquiries  in  which  the  whole 
bofin<  li  originated,  had  b;en  moved 
by  his  col.  -igue,  and  paued  the  houle 
fome  weeks  ."go.  The  reports  in 
anf^ver  to  tbefe  enquitic:  had  not 
been  finally  made  and  printed  a  tin- 
gle day  before  the  prtfent  refoluti- 
ons were  fubmUted  to  the  houfe. 
He  admitted  that  it  might  have  been 
impracticable  to  report  the  informa- 
tion callel  for  as  early  as  wa«  dclir- 
ed  by  the  houfe  :  He  was  fendble  of 
the  .in:-;:c  v  that  woflid  he  naturally 
felt  by  the  officer  called  upon,  to 
pr:h.nt  every  confideration  that 
taiglitplr.ee  his  conduct  in  the  moil 
favourable  point  of  ^i  -w  ;  yet  v  ith 
ail  thefe  allowances  it  was  ini^iffi- 
b!s  to  deny  that  the  repcrts  con  ain  ■ 
ed  things  which  did  not  belong  to 
them,  an.l  therefore  coidumed  nuie 
which  belonged  to  the  period  for 
dileuffibn.  He  would  mention  one 
ihftaoce  cn  which  thete  could  not 
pouibly  be  a  difference,  of  opinion,' 
fit  ■  'I  ne  vindication  formerly  un- 
de  tta  ken  by  the  Secretary,  of  the  po- 
licy of  borrowing  money  acro.id. 
Whether  this  policy  was  right  or 
wrong,  the  le^  nature  had  them- 
felves  decided  in  favor  of  it ;  and  it 
was  'he  duty  of  the  Secretary  in 
complying  with  the  orders  of  thr 
houfe,  to  inform  the  hcufe  ho.v  the 
law  had  been  executed,  not  why  it 
had  betn  made  :  to  explain  his  uv.n 
conduct,  not  to  juftify  that  of  ihe  le- 
g  Hature. 

I  t  had  been  aflted  why  the  call  for 
ihformation  had  not  been  fooner 
made  ?  The  anfwer  was  obvious 
and  liinple.  It  was  nor  fnoner  per- 
ceived by  the  houfe,  that  there  was 
fuch  a  neceffity  for  it.    The  want 


the  bill  for  paying  2,000,600  of  dol- 
lars to  the  bank,  altho'  200,000  on- 
ly were  immediately  due,  and  for 
authoring  another  foreign  loan  to 
the  amount  of  2,000,000  :  From  the 
dawn  of  light  thrown  by  fome  cir- 
cum  dances  incident  to  the  occafion, 
on  the  darknefs  in  which  the  houfe. 
lud  rejnainedi  proceeded  .  thofe? 
doubts  i%  enquiries  n  Inch  had  led  to 
the  information  now  pofsefsed.  Hi? 
coleague  had  great  merit  in  having 
brought  about .  this  developement. 
lie  had  rendered  a  fervice  highly 
valuable  to  the  leg  fhture,  and  no 
lefs  important  and  acceptable  to  ihj 
public.  ..One  good  effect  of  the  in- 
formation had  been,  that  it  prevent- 
ed the  pafsage  of  the  b  ll  for  bor- 
lowing  2,ooo.poo .  of  dollars  as  an 
anticipated  payment  to  the  bank. 
,.  The  bii!  nad  dropt  frow.  tlie  hnrftt 
of  if s  patron  with  the  ftrft  Tght  that 
broke  in  upon  the  hcufe.  Whato- 
ther  meafures  would  have  been  pre- 
vented or  varied, .  if  a  like  kno  w* 
ledge  of  our  funds  and  finances  1)3(1 
been  fooner  obtained,  was  rr.a:ur  ot 
ferious  confideration.  ,  . 

Another  conference  c^  tRC  re-^ 
ports  taken  together  was  that  the 
face  of  them  prefented.  to  Ids  co- 
league, an  evidence  of  the  charge 
co  it. lined  in  the  rcfolu'ions..  Whe- 
ther at  fo  late  a  day  it  was  be:t  -o 
leave  the  fubjectas  exhibited  by  the 
various  documents  in.  print,  for  the 
cxamtfcarionand  opinion  of  tb:  pub- 
1  e,  or  to  prefs  it  on  the  confiderati- 
on of  tlie  houfe,  was  a  po  nt  which 
every  member  had  a  rjgbt  tdPdecide 
for  himfeif.  ,  His  colleague  had 
viewed  the  pbfitibn's  Pated  in  hh 
motion  if  too  .important  to  bj 
fufpende3  ,  an d  .-.3  fuppprted  by  fuch 
clear  and  authentic  proofs,1  that  a 
fmall  portion  of  time  would  fufi^ie 
for  the  fubject.  Under  this  imprefc 
fion,  what  was  his  right  became  hi?.' 
duty  j  and  he  had  difcharged  it  by 
offermg  his  refolutiprts  to  tqe  houfe. 

As  tne  hcufe  had  refufee  :o  com- 
mit the  two  introductory  refohuionj 
which  c!lab;i:hed  jhe  rule  of  judg- 
inent_  to  be  allied  to  the  cale,  pn.i 
the  lad  alfo  winch  declared  thein/eir* 
ence  to  be  dra  ■. p,  tlie  tafk'pt  the 
committee  was  1 1  •  r  red  to  a  Itmpler 
enqhiry  into  the  facts  fisted".  They 
were  to  make  out  and  report  a  fpeci- 
at  verdict  of  thefc  and  leave  it  to  the- 
houfe  to  pronounce  the  pi'Jpe/judg- 
ment  arilnig  'torn  them.

FRENCH  NATIONAL  CON- 
VENTION. 

Friday ,  Fcb-mry  15 

Cc.ndorcet  afcended  the  tribune, 
and  .  J  3  very  long_ 'expotitirm  of 
the  principles  by  which  the  commit* 
we  had  been  guided  in  their  impur- 
tan:  labors.- 

in  this  difcourfe,-  the  reporter 
took  a-comprehenli/e  view  of  all  the 
parts  of  the  conltitution  of  a  free 
ftate — he  pointed  cut  v\ith  precilion 
th<  inconvenience*  to  be  fhunned, 
and  riic  advantages  to  "be  fciz.d*.  He 
dvv  k  with  energy  on  the  means  of 
reroncili  i.ing  the  force  and  power 
of  g  .vcrrviHQt,  with  the  refpect  due 
re  fundamental  principles*  without 
which,  he  fai«l,  there  could  be  uo 
(Fonftitutipn,  fie  afterVards'topJc  a 
view  of  the  conflituiions  of  fever. il 
republic?,  and  the  conftitutiort  of 
England.  IU  compared  them,  tra- 
ced theadvantsr;cs  of  each,  and  con- 
cluded, that  part  of  his-  fpeech  by 
givjng  a  decided  preference  to  the 
Jyllem  of  a  republican  government. 

Hsafier.vards  entered  into  the  va- 
rious mqdes  of  rt  premutation,  and 
after  adducing  many  rnftahqei  from 
exiting  cor.ft.turions,  to  prove  the 
pofnians  and  principles  he  had  laid 
down,  he  concludcJ  an  eloquent  and 
energetic  fpe<jch,  by  obferving,  that 
whatever  be  the  refult  of  t!*  impor- 
tant difcuffioni  which  are  going  to 
be  opened  on  the  fundamental  arti- 
cle! of  the  new  cogflfciitiori,  it  will 
be  undoubtedly  a  very  extraordina- 
ry fpectaclc  for  a!!  nations,  and  a  ve- 
ry grand  one  for  pOfieritft  to  fee  the 
French  nation,  in  the  roidft  of  the 
preparations  for  anuniverfal  war,fur. 
rounded  by  the  fluttered  remains  of 
a  monarchy,  which  had  been  fup- 
porced  by  the  prejudices  of  f0  many 
centuries,  calmly  employed  in  efta- 
blifhing  its  liberty  by  durable  laws, 
and  in  proclaiming  the  equality  of 
aH  men  in  the  preface  of  all  the 
defpofs  of  the  earth. 

Another  member  then  rer.d  the 
plan  of  the  conftfrution  formed  by 
the  committed,  it  the  beginning  of 
which  was  the  follow  l„g  declaration 
c:  the  J>gntscr  Man:  — 
DeclqrMion  of  the  Natural,  Civil  ad 
Pchucal  Rights  of  Man. 

Article  1.  Natural,  civil  and  poli- 
tic! right*,  are  liberty,  equality  fe- 
cuntyand  property,  the  foe ial  con- 
tract and  rcGftance  of  oppreffion 

2.  Liberty  confifts  in  the  power 
of  doing  dvery  thing  which  is  not 
contrary  to  the  right  of  another. 
1  bus  the  exercife  of  this  natural 
light  has  no  other  limits  than  thofe 
wmcn  fee  are  to  the  members  of*h« 
fame  fociety  the  enjoyment  of  the 
lame  right, 

3  every  citizen  ought  to  fubmit 
10  the  law,  which  is  the  expreffion 
ol  the  general  wtH.-Whatever  is 
not  forbidden  by  the  law,  cannot  be 
prohibited  j  and  none  can  be  con- 
Rrained  to  do  what  it  dces  not  cn- 
jo.n, 

4.  Every  man  has  the  liberty  of 
roanifeftmg  his  thoughts  and  his  o- 
pinions. 

5.  The  1  berry  of  the  pre&,  and 
eve.  y  other  means  of  making  known 
his  fentiments,  cannot  be°ibrbid- 
tlen,  fufpended  or  limited. 

6.  Eve,  y  citizen  is  frce  in  the  ex- 
ercife of  Ins  religion. 

7.  EquaBry  conlifls  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  fame  rights  by  every  ci- 
tizen. '  ; 

8.  The  law  is  equal  to  all,  whe- 
ther it  protects  cr  puaiflics. 


t).  All  citizens  are  ecpjally  adm!(<- 
fible  to  2d  appointments,  free  peo- 
ple know  no  other  motive  of  prefer- 
ence than  pre-eminence  of  talents 
and  virtue. 

10.  Security  corififts  in  the  pro- 
tection granted  to  all  the  citiz-ns, 
for  the  pivfervstion  of  their  pei  funs, 
of  th-ir  fortunes,  and  of  their  rights. 

if,  None  can  be  accufed,  (top- 
ped or  detained,  but  in  cafes  fpeei- 
fied  by  the  law,  and  according  to  the 
forms  it  has  prefcribed, 

12.  The  citizens  againft  w  hom 
arbitrary  aces  may  be  exercifed,  have 
a  right  to  refift  them  by  force;  hut 
every  man  accufed  or  arrefted  in  vir- 
tue of  the  law,  ought  to  obey  it  in- 
flantly.  He  renders  himfelr"  gurlfy 
byrefiftance-  (N.  B.  A  miftake 
in  the  order.) 

13.  Thofe  who  folicit,  expedite, 
execute  or  caufe  to  be  executed,  ar- 
bitrary orders,  arc  guilty,  and  oug'it 
to  be  puniihed. 

14  Every  man  ought  to  be  prefu- 
med  innocent*  till  be  is  declared  guil- 
ty ;  if  it  is  found  neeelfary  to  arreft 
him,  every  rigor  not  requifite  to  fc_ 
cure  his  perfon  ought  to  be  feverely 
interdicted  by  the  law. 

15.  None  can  be  punifhed  but  in 
virtue  of  a  law  eftabhfhcJ  and  pro- 
mulgated interior  to  the  crim-j,'and 
legally  applied. 

16.  Every  law  which  pur.iTies 
crimes  anterior  to  its  promulgation, 
is  an  arbitrary  act. — Every  rotro- 
fpect  effect  of  law  js  a  crime. 

17.  The  law  ought  only  to  in- 
flict neceflary  puniihmenr,  proporti- 
oned to  the  crimes,  and  ui'eful  to  fo- 
ciety. 

18  The  right  of  property  i«,  that 
entry  man  may  difpofe  of  his  fub- 
ft.mce,  his  talects  and  his  mduffry. 

19  No  ki;,d  of  labor  or  indaftry 
is  prohibited  to  citizens,  who  may 
buy,  fell,  or  tranfport  it  freely. 

20.  A  citizen  cannot,  however 
fell  hirrtfelf,  his  perfon  not  bang  ali- 
enable property. 

2t.  None  can  be  deprived  of  his 
right  of.  property,  but  when  public 
neceflity,  legally  proved,  evidently 
demands  it,  and  on  condition  of  a 
juft  and  previovs  indemnity. 

22.  No  contribution  can  be  levi- 
ed but  for  the  pnblic  good  ;  all  ci- 
tizens have  a  right  to  affent  to  its 
eftablifhment! 

23.  Public  inftructions  is  necefla- 
ry to  all. 

24.  Public  fuccours  are  a  debt 
due  from  fociety, 

25  The  fecutuy  of  thefe  ri6h,s,  is 
an  aft  of  fovereignty. 

26.  Sovereignty  isone, indivifible,. 
and  imprefcriptable 

27.  It  refidesefTcntiallyin  thepen. 
pie.  K>ch  citizen  is  equally  entitled 
to  exercife  foverefgut/, 

28  No  mdiaidual,  or  union  of  citi- 
zens, can  arrogate  to  them.'elves  tha 
exercife  of  fiverei^nry.
